specified in D1 or D2. The subject-matter of the claims is therefore novel. 

2) . The object of the present application is to provide compounds which are dual 

agonists of PPAR gamma-delta and as such of interest in the treatment of diabetes. 

3) . Whereas the passages of D1 and D2 cited in the search report indicate that the 

compounds according to those documents are of interest in the treatment of 
diabetes, neither document indicates that they are dual agonists of PPAR gamma- 
delta. In view of this and the structural differences from the present compounds noted 
above, neither document is considered to suggest the teaching of the present 
application. The present claims are thus seen as being based on an inventive step.
